The current Christmas rush is

postoffice. Postmaster 


Lawrence E Oyler revealed today. 


With the peak period for outgoing 


mail already past, Postmaster Oyler 
said that machine cancellations of 
letter mail during the six-day period 
from- December 16 ti the close of 
business Wednesday totaled 206,900 
as compared with 201,670 in the 
comparable period last year. 


In addition to the machine can- 


cellations, there were an estimated 
9.000 hand'cancellations, chiefly of 
parcel .post matter. 


On the* average, for the six-day 


period, the augmented staff at the 
pOstpSBce'•handled 34,483 pieces of 
outgoing7 mafl daily. The peak was 
reached Monday with the accumula- 
tion of week-end mail. There were 
continuous lines at the stamp and 
parcel post windows throughout that 
day, Mr. Oyler said.

Postm aster Oyler 
said th at machine cancellations of 
i letter mail during the six-day period 
• from December 16 16 the close of 
business Wednesday totaled 206.900 
as compared with 201.670 in the 
comparable period last year 
In addition to the machine can ­ 
cellations, there were an estim ated 
9,000 hand cancellations, chiefly of 
parcel post m atter. 
On the average, for the six-day 
period, the augmented staff at the 
postoffice handled 34,483 pieces of 
outgoing* mail daily.

be safer for infielders in 1950 if the 
new baseball rules are enforced. 


The rules committee 
officially 


adopted the new code last night 
after nine months of strenuous ef- 
fort. The rougjti stuff around second 
base came to for plenty of attention. 


"Intereference" by a base runner 


was interpreted in simple, direct 
terms that place a heavy burden on 
the umpire. The ump always had to 
call interference, but now his at- 
tention is directed to the rule in 
specific wordage. 


"A batter is out when a preceding 


runner shall, in the judgment of 
the umpire, interfere with an in- 
fielder," the rule will read. 


That's about the same as in the 


past. However, a new interpretative 
paragraph has been added. It goes 
like this: 


"The objective of this rale,is to 


penalize the offensive team for de- 
liberate, unwarranted 
and 
un- 


sportsmanlike action by a runner in 
leaving the baseline for the obvious 
purpose of crashing the pivot man 
on a double play rather than trying 
to reach his base." 


The infielder, too, was warned 


against roughness. When an infield- 
er who does not have the ball "ob- 
structs" a runner, the umpire can 
determine the penalty. 


Ten general divisions of the rules 


have been made, running from an 
open section of the game's objectives 
through offensive and defensive rules 
to the scoring regulations.

Hotel ware is a type of vitrified, 


china used in restaurant, clubs, hos- 
pitals, railroads and steamship lines. 


The FTC also issued a similar com-

Russia's prime minister appeared to 
tremendous applause on the plat- 
form at the Bolshoi theater where 
the day's birthday events concluded 
with a cheering demonstration. 


Stalin's appearance highlighted 


the celebration, which opened with 
leaders of world Communism voic- 
ing a flood of oratorical tributes 
to their generalissimo. 


China's Mao Tze-tung, making his 


first known trip from his home- 
land, was the first speaker. He de- 
scribed Stalin as the "teacher and 
friend of the people of the entire 
world." The Soviet Union, he said, is 
the "bulwark of democracy and 
peace." 


After Mao similar tributes were 


voiced by Communist leaders from 
eastern Europe and from Italy, 
Spain and Austria.

May Go To Court 
The four companies are the Al­ 
lentow n-Bethlehem 
Oas 
Co., 
the 
Harrisburg. Gas Co.. Consumers Gas 
Co., of Reading and the Lancaster 
Gas Co. The four will use the n a ­ 
tural gas only as an “enricher" in­ 
gredient in producing m anufactured 
gas. They claim it will cut down 
operating costs substantially. 
The Pennsylvania Public Utility 
Commission has yet to act however 
on a request by the M anufacturers 
Light and Heat Company to serve 
gas to four Arms. It also is studying 
requests by the four utilities to make 
necessary pipeline expansions. 
A PUC spokesman said the re­ 
quests are now under study by the 
commission and a decision should 
be forthcoming in the near future. 
If the application should be denied 
the case undoubtedly will be taken 
to court to decide whether the Fed­ 
eral Power Commission or the PUC 
has final jurisdiction on the question 
of distributing natural gas in Penn­ 
sylvania.

A cloak of secrecy was thrown 
around the windowless, three-storv 
structure by arsenal guards and 
Federal 
Bureau 
of 
Investigation 
agents. 
City 
firemen 
were 
summoned 
shortly before m idnight to aid the 
arsenal's 
own 
firefighters. 
Four 
hours later, authorities said the blaze 
was extinguished and the building 
cleared of fumes. 
No details of the cause or damage 
were given, however. 
Efforts Hampered 
Firemen were hampered in their 
efforts by the fact the building in­ 
terior consists of a number of vault­ 
like com partm ents, at least some of 
which are lined with heavy arm or 
plating. 
Workers using pneumatic drills 
bored several holes in the concrete 
roof of the building to release smoke 
and fumes. 
Tile firemen, despite the use of 
gas masks, w*ere able to rem ain in 
the structure for only a m atter of 
minutes at a time. Many became 
ill as they emerged for air. 
Officials Secretive 
Fire officials blamed this partly on 
a dense fog that covered the area 
at the time, retaining much of the 
potency of the fumes escaping from 
the building. 
All the victims were treated at 
the scene or at the arsenal infirmary. 
Arsenal officials said there was 
some 
amm unition 
stored 
in 
the 
building, but declined to state the 
amount or type. Nor would any 
spokesman say what sort of experi­ 
m ents are carried out there 
FBI agents would not comment on 
their presence at the scene. 
The Frankford arsenal is a sprawl­ 
ing government establishm ent in the 
northeastern section of Philadelphia 
and consists of a number of build­ 
ings used in the m anufacture and 
testing of amm unition.

denouncing 
Tito and his aides. 
Under the peace treaty Hungary 
was supposed to pay Yugoslavia 
$70,000,000 as w*ar reparations. Ded­ 
ijer said so far she has paid "not 
m uch” of that am ount. 
He said his governm ent has given 
Hungary’ until January 15 to name 
a representative to meet with one 
from 
Yugoslavia 
and 
attem pt a 
settlement. 
“If this fails.” Dedijer said, "we 
will take a further step." Presumably 
the next move would be an appeal 
to the United Nations.”

piness. Scores of books are in my li- 
brary because of the suggestions of 
others, and I have visited many a 
place that has remained happily 
in my memory because others-told 
me not to miss it. 


All of us ought to have a sign on 


the doorstep of our mind, reading 
thus: "Tell it to Others." And so it 
is that in these daily talks I delight 
in passing along an inspiring quo- 
tation, or mention some worthwhile 
book, or praise the work of someone 
who ought to be praised, or appre- 
ciated. None of us ever gets too big 
or too important not to be cheered 
by encouragement. 


Many of the topics written hi 


these talks have come from readers. 
That is a great help. I often spend 
hours hunting or thinking for a 
topic. And then it often takes hours 
in which to write a single talk, one 
that can be read in two or three 
minutes! I have learned that it is 
easiest to think of topics, and to 
write, when I have switched off the 
big city where I live, the crowds, and 
the noise, and can look space and 
Nature squarely in the face. 


Arnold Bennett, in his diary; told 


how he got into a writing mood 
when everything got blank in his 
mind. He didn't just sit and try to 
think. He went to an art museum, 
looked at paintings and tapestries, 
or bronzes. He walked London 
streets, watched buses, the people in 
them, and looked as posters along 
the way. When in Paris he visited 
bookshops and strolled by the Seme. 
His unconscious mind at work, he 
returned to his home and wrote out 
what his conscious mind could not 
do before. 


So it is by"many a means we learn 


to create and to distribute our 
wares, such as they may be.

FIFTY FIREMEN 
SICKENED BY 


ACRID FUMES 


Philadelphia, Dec. 22 <£>)—Fifty 


firemen were sickened today as they 
struggled through" smoke and acrid 
fumes to extinguish a fire in a com- 
partmented experimental building 
at the Frankford arsenal. 


A cloak of secrecy was thrown 


around the windowless, three-story 
structure by arsenal guards and 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
agents. 


City firemen were summoned 


shortly before midnight to aid the 
arsenal's own firefighters. Four 
hours later, authorities said the blaze 
was extinguished and the building 
cleared of fumes. 


No details of the cause or damage 


were given, however. 


Efforts Hampered 


Firemen were hampered in their 


efforts by the fact the building in- 
terior consists of a number of vault- 
like compartments, at least some of 
which are lined with heavy armor 
plating. 


Workers using pneumatic drills 


bored several holes in the concrete 
roof of the building to release smoke 
and fumes. • 


The firemen, despite the use of 


gas masks, were' able to remain in 
the structure for only a matter of 
minutes at a time. Many became 
ill as they emerged for air. 


Officials Secretive 


Fire officials blamed this partly on 


a dense fog that covered the area 
at the time, retaining much of the 
potency of the fumes escaping from 
the building. 


All the victims were treated at 


the scene or at the arsenal infirmary. 


Arsenal officials said there was 


some ammunition stored in the 
building, but declined to state the 
amount or type. Nor would any 
spokesman say what sort of experi- 
ments are carried out there 


FBI agents would not comment on 


their presence at the scene 


The Frankford arsenal is a sprawl- 


ing government establishment in the 
northeastern section of Philadelphia 
and consists of a number of build- 
ings used in the manufacture and 
testing of ammunition.

YUGOSLAVIA TO 
HOLD GENERAL 
ELECTION SOON 


Belgrade, Yugoslavia, Dec. 22 (JPh- 


Official sources said today Yugo- 
slavia will hold its first general 
parliamentary election since 1945 in 
the near future. The date has not 
yet been set. 


Under the constitution, the elec- 


tion must be held within two or 
three months after the expiration of 
the present government January 31. 


In the last elections on November 


11, 1945, opponents of Premier Mar- 
shal Tito cast only about 10 per cent 
of the vote. 


The present Parliament convenes 


December 26 for a brief budget 
session. 


Meanwhile, Information Minister 


Vladimir Dedijer disclosed that Yu- 
goslavia has taken new steps to 
force Hungary to pay its war bill. 


Stopped Payments Last Year 


Hungary, one of Russia's satellites, 


stopped payments to Yugoslavia last 
year, after the Cominform countries 
adopted a resolution denouncing 
Tito and his aides 


Under the peace treaty Hungary 


was supposed to pay Yugoslavia 
$70,000,000 as war reparations. Ded- 
ijer said so far she has paid "not 
much" of that amount. 


He said Ms government has given 


Hungary until January 15 to name 
a representative to meet with one 
from Yugoslavia and attempt a 
settlement. 


"If this fails," Dedijer said, "we 


will take a further step." Presumably 
the next move would be an appeal 
to the United Nations."

Gas Co. Tie four will use the na- 
tural gas only, as an "enricher" in- 
gredient in producing manufactured | 
gas. They claim it will cut down! 
operating costs substantially. 


The Pennsylvania Public Utility 


Commission lias yet to act however 
on a request by the Manufacturers 
Light and Heat Company to serve 
gas to four firms. It also is studying 
requests by the four utilities to make 
necessary pipeline expansions. 


A PUC spokesman said the re- 


quests are now under study by the 
commission and a decision should 
be forthcoming in the near future. 


If the application should be denied 


the case undoubtedly will be taken 
to court to decide whether the Fed- 
eral Power Commission or the PUC 
has final jurisdiction on the question 
of distributing natural gas in Penn- 
sylvania.

Some Signs Of Happy New Year For Consumers With Easier Credit 
In'50 


PORK AND EGG 
PRICES TO SAG; 
TAXES MAY EASE 


Washington, Dec. 22 VP>—-There 


•were some signs today ot a Happy 
Ne-.v Year ahead for consumers— 
with money more.plentiful, a drop 
expected in pork and egg prices, and 
the easiest installment terms since 
the war. 


The good news for those who like 


ham and eggs came yesterday from 
the Department of Agriculture. It 
reported prospects of a record- 
breaking, peacetime pork supply in 
1950, 
along with a possible eight 


to ten-cents-a-dozen drop in the 
cost of eggs. 


Easier Terms 


The Federal Reserve Board fol- 


lowed that up today with a report 
that: 


1. "The tendency seems to be1 


toward progressively easier terms for 
all borrowers" who are buying goods 
on the installment plan. 


2. It expects an expanding money 


supply next year. This includes bank 
deposits (both checking and saving) 
and currency in circulation. It will 
be swelled by large public outlays 
by federal, state and local govern- 
ments—made with the use of bank 
loans since tax income doesn't cover 
the cost. 


Some Tax Relief Possible 


It is probable that consumers will 


continue to pay the same rate of in- 
come taxes and also the cost of 
steel products and coal is expected 
to rise. However, these increases may 
be offset in part by the mounting. 
Congressional drive for a cut in the 
taxes levied on so-called "luxury 
items." 


The one thing which would keep 


the supply of money from expand- 
ing, 
the board study commented, 


would be a "marked decline in over- 
all credit demands of businesses, j 
farmers, real estate owners and con- | 
sumers." 
> 


Like money, pigs were expected to ! 


be plentiful in 1950. The Agriculture I 
Department said the fall crop this1 
year is 10 per cent higher than last j 
year's, while next spring's crop is 
due to be six per cent bigger than 
in the spring of 1949. 


Drop Egg: Support 


Those two crops will make up trie 


bulk of the 1950 pprfc supply, and 
tne increase probably will be re- 
flected in lower prices paid by the 
consumer. 


In a second announcement, the 


department said it -will support egg 
prices at a level intended, to assure 
farmers across the nation of an 
average income of 37 cents a dozen, 
—compared with 45 cents this year. 


That policy, officials predicted, will 


mean a drop of eight to ten cents a 
dozer, in the average cost to con- 
sumers While a sharp cut in pro- 
duction could prevent that jprice

Bouzigues, France, (AV-The dis­ 
covery that oysters grow four times 
faster in a salt-lake off the Medi­ 
terranean than they do on Atlantic 
ocean breeding grounds has led to a 
thriving new industry here. 
Four hundred fishermen, linked 
in a cooperative, have started h a r­ 
vesting the 1949 oyster crop and 
by April they hope to exceed their 
1948 total of 100.000 tons. 
The salty basin pf Thau, a deep 
but m ud-shored inlet of the Medi­ 
terranean. seems to be particularly 
rich in the tiny animacule organ­ 
isms on which the oyster lives. Each 
year thousands of m arenne oysters 
are shipped from the Atlantic breed­ 
ing grounds of Arcachon to this

year a growth their less lucky fel­ 
lows take four years to achieve at 
Arcachon. Then they are shipped 
back to Arcachon, where they are 
again submerged in the Atlantic 
to get the g u m color which French 
gourmets require of their marennes.

Four hundred fishermen, linked 


in a cooperative, have started har-
